French Delegates Have 
Signed Armistice With 
Italy; Fighting To End 


Once Great Nation To 
Be Land-Locked Third 
Of Its Former Bounds 


LONDON, June 24.—(f)—France will be stripped 


of her defenses and her coastline and reduced to a land- 
locked third of her former territory* as the 
reported 


price of armistice with Germany and Italy. 


Adolf Hitler's terms, as published by the British 


government, compel the French to surrender more than 
half their country to German occupation; to give up 
arms, munitions, fleet and planes to the Nazis; to de- 
mobilize all armed forces except those needed to main- 
tain order; and to bear the cost of the German occupa- 
tion and Nazi administration of the occupied territories-. 


There was no official word today on Italy's terms 


as presented to the French peace mission at Rome last 
night. But a Fascist source in Switzerland said they call- 
ad for Italian occupation of France's Mediterranean 
Icoasj, and eventual creation of a buffer state from mari- 
time Alpine territory including Savoy, Nice and part of 
•Dauphine. 


A British spokesman said the German terms made 


France virtually a passive ally of Germany in her im- 
pending attack on Britain. The British government an- 
nounced it could "no longer regard the Bordeaux gov- 
ernment (of Premier Marshal Henri Philippe Petain) 
is the government of an independent country." 


Henceforth, the British declared, they will deal with 
i French national committee, announced here by Gen- 
sral Charles De Gaulle, "in all matters concerning the 
prosecution of the war so long as that committee con- 
tinues to represent all French elements resolved to fight 
the common enmy. 


On the other hand, informed diplomatic sources said

fullest support of the British government, Britain is 
maintaining diplomatc relations with the French govern- 
ment in Bordeaux and with the French

CST) to 
the Germans. 


Italy had been at war with 


France just 14 days. 


The terms of the French-Italian 


armistice were not immediately 
made known. 
They were signed after a con- 


ference which lasted nearly four 
hours in the 17th Century Villa 
Inchesa, 12 miles from Rome, just 
24 hours and five minutes aftei 
the four French delegates arrived 
by plane from Munich, Germany. 
The terms were presented yes- 


terday at a brief session 
after 


which the French retired to study 
them and communicate with Bor- 
deaux.

WASHINGTON, 
June 24.—(/P)— 


Mr. Citizen, who has a wife and 
one small child and earns $3,000 a 
year, figured today that he would 
nearly have to double his federal 
tax payments so that Uncle Sam 
could buy airplanes and other de- 
fense equipment. 


Congress has tacked on an ex- 
tra 10 per cent here and there, 
with a few variations, but when 
Mr. Citizen got out his pencil he 
lound it added up unexpectedly. 
He calculated that his annual fed- 
eral tax bill has been boosted from 
?2? to $40.70. This is the way he 
reached that figure: 
He has never paid federal in- 


come tax heretofore, but since con- 
gress cut the exemption for a mar- 
ried man from $2,500 to $2,000 and 
added a 10 per cent super-tax to 
former tax schedules, he calculates 
he'll have to pay $13.20 next March. 
The citizens go to a neighbor- 
hood theater and pay 35 cents 
apiece, except for the child, who 
gtts In free. Under the old 40-cent 
exemption to the admissions tax, 
there were no extras for the treas- 
ury, but now all admissions over 
20 cents will be taxed at roughly 
10 percent, and the citizens will 
pay about $4 tax In the next year 
on their weekly cinema. 
Beer mid Whisky Taxed 


Mr. Citizen figures he will buy 


three gallons of whisky and a bar- 
rel of beer a year, for himself and 
friends. The federal whisky tax, 
at this rate, used to cost him about 
$7 a year ($2.25 per gallon of 100 
proof), but next year it will be 
over $8 ($3 per gallon of 100 proof.) 


His barrel of beer (about 300 


bottles) formerly was taxed $5 and 
now it is $6. 


Mr. Citizen drives about 10,000 


miles a year, using 500 gallons of 
gasoline. The government used to 
take 1 cent a gallon, or $5. Now 
It wants 11-2 cents a gallon, or 
$7.50. 


The old radio having worn out, 
Mr. Citizen also is going to buy a

precluding; the end of hostilities between the defeated 
French Republic and the Nazi-Fascist axis powers. 


The "cease firing" order, ending France's 10-month 


participation in the war, was officially set for 1:35 a.m. 
Tuesday (5:35 p.m., CST, today). 


Meanwhile simultaneous German and Italian offen- 


sives were launched against the front and rear of the 
French Alpine army in southern France. 


Tens of thousand's of French poilus were retreating 


toward Mediterranean ports, reportedly seeking to es- 
cape to North Africa and carry on the fight from there. 


The axis-dictated peace would find Germany oc- 


cupying all France's western coast, Italy the southern 
coast and the French Republic itself—in strait-jacketed 
vassalage as a virtual ally of Germany against Britain 
—reduced to one-third its former territory. 


Italian troops meanwhile pushed into France from 


Mont Blanc to the Mediterranean Sea, Mussolini's high 
command said, and threatened to smash through the 
French line in the Maritime Alps. 


The French high command reported, however, that 


Italian attacks were thrown back with heavy losses. 


Italian Demands Large 


Fascists said Italy, as her share in the spoils, would 


demand to occupy all France's Mediterranean coast and 
later establish a "buffer state" in southern France. 


This seizure, coupled with Germany's occupation of 


France's western seaboard from Dunkerque on the Eng- 
lish Channel down the Bay of Biscay to Spain, would 
leave France without a single port. 


Against stubborn French 
resistance, Nazi troops 


marched 'on down the beaten republic's Atlantic coast 
as far as the mouth of the Gironde river, the German 
high command reported.

Typical Churchill Shrewdness 


Shown In Efforts To Keep French 


Empire Active In War Upon Hitler

England's effort to keep as much 


of the French empire at war as 
possible, In defiance of the capi- 
tulation of the Bordeaux govern- 
ment, represents typical Winston 
Churchill shrewdness and quick- 
ness at grasping opportunity. 


The British premier's move In 
condemning the action 
of 
the 


French government, and throwing 
both moral and material support 
back of a French national com- 
mittee created in- London to carry 
on the fight, Is reported to have 
met with some success already. 


Undoubtedly it will bo hailed by 


many as a stroke of genius, for 
the British report that pledges of 
support have been received from 
numerous French colonies. All this 
Is useful, but to my mind one of 
ttye most important aspects of the 
stroke Id this: 


The fate of tho powerful French 


navy and airforco—large sections 
of which 
are 
reportedly under 


British control—as well as that of 
a big army In Syria, are involved 
in this maneuver. 


I draw your attention again to 


the fact that the loss of the French 
navy to Germany might represent 
disaster foe Britain In th« forth- 


coming 
life 
and 
death struggle. 


That wotild give Hitler and his 
axis partner near parity with the 
British navy, provided they could 
provide crews to man tho ships. 
As was expected, Herr Hitler has 


demanded that both the navy and 
the air force be turned over to 
him. 
In anticipation of this, ob- 
servers have been wondering what 
Britain would do If the 
French 


government requested 
that 
the 


fleet and airships be sent back to 
France. It would be difficult to re- 
fuse, 
especially 
if 
the 
Nazis 


threatened sanctions against tho 
French for non-delivery. 


Now, however, the disavowal of 


the Petain governmnnt In Bordeaux 
will enable the 
English—if they 


see fit—to ignore any request for 
tho surrender of these great arms 
and leave the disposition of tho 
matter to the new French nation- 
al committee, which will do all in 
Its power to keep both the navy 
and air-floet under British con- 
trol. 


The scheme further is calculated 


to make it difficult for the Ger- 
mans to exact any penalty on tho 
French Bordeaux government for 
failure to deliver the goods. Mar- 
shall Petain can't he blamed for 
falling to perform the Impossible. 


England's consternation over the 


French government'* capitulation 


is easy to understand, although ono 
suspects that Mr. Churchill's ex- 
pression of "grief and amazement" 
contains more sorrow than aston- 
ishment. 
Under 
tho 
Gorman armistice 


terms Franco becomes ono huge 
base for Nazi operations against 
Britain. Not only that, but the 
great resources of tho French na- 
tion, both economic and financial, 
as well as captured war materials 
become available to Hitler for use 
to try to smash the British em- 
pire. Just how large 
those 
re- 


sources remain after the ravages 
of war It is Impossible to say, but 
they are very substantial, 


Continental France is lost to the 


allied cause, hut there 
still re- 


mains much power In the overseas 
branches of tho empire. 
Apart 


from the assets I have mentioned 
there are largo bodies 
of 
well 


equipped troops available, notably 
tho French army In Syria. This 
did 
total some 300,000 early In 
year and tho French were plan- 
ning to increase it heavily, but 
there has been no recent Indication 
of the position.
